“BLACK AND WHITE” cs 


In discussing the ever important highway question, a bituminous 
surface on any base is usually referred to as “black” pavement. It 
may range from a half-gallon or so of tar or oil per square yard, 
“slopped” onto’ an old earth or Macadam road, up to the highest 


foundation, which for a quarter of a century or more under traf- 
fic ,tests has stood up to all requirements. 

“White” pavement is a construction of Paytland Cement Con- 
crete, the modern introduction of which is comparatively recent. 

To the average road user everything which is asphaltic is call- | 

‘ed “!Black” pavement and everything which is Portland Cement 
Concrete is called “White” pavement. . 

‘It-seldom occurs to him to differentiate between cheap roads 
and scientifically constructed roads which present an ideal surface 
and which may have been in use much longer than inferior patched 
roads “Which he has observed.
